HUS saith the Lord, The heaven is 
my throne, and the earth is my foot- 

stool: where is the house that ye build un- 

to me? and where is the place of my 

rest?” Isa, 66:1. 


Notice, ‘Thus saith the Lord.” We 
find in the text that the LORD is ask- 
ing this people a question, ‘““Where is the 
house that ye build unto me? and where 
is the place of my rest?” If the Lord said, 
“The heaven is my throne, and the earth 
is my footstool,” then there must be a 
place of his rest, or a house of the Lord. 

Acts 7:49, “What house will ye build 
me?”’ Some people would have you think 
that God’s house (or church) is in heav- 
en, as in Acts 17:24, “God that made 
the world and all things therein, seeing 
that he is Lord of heaven and earth, 
dwelleth not in temples made with 
hands.”

God has ministers 
out in the mountains hewing out timber 
but he has left many at home to bear the 
burden. Are we bearing the burden? 


THE FOUNDATION OF THE HOUSE 


“And the king commanded, and they 
brought great stones, costly stones, and 
hewed stones, to lay the foundation of 
the house,” 1 Kings 5:17. Solomon picked 
out the best to lay the foundation of the 
house because a house that is built on 
sand will not stand but a house that is 
built on rock will stand. Paul tells of the 
foundations of the house (or church), 
“And are built upon the foundation of 
the apostles and prophets, Jesus Christ 
himself being the chief corner stone.” 
Eph. 2:20: If the house of the Lord is 
built upon the teachings of the apostles 
and prophets and Jesus Christ as the sure 
foundation we ought to be safe, knowing 
that they have gone on to the glory 
world and we have the same house in 
to dwell by applying the divine 
principle of Christ’s teachings. 


THE HOUSE MADE READY 


“And the house, when it was in build- 
ing, was built of stone made ready before 
it was brought thither: so that there was 
neither hammer nor axe nor any tool of 
iron heard in the house, while it was in 
building,” 1 Kings 6:7. Now the stone or 
timber is made ready out in the moun- 
tain by the hewers( that is, hewn down 
for the house), so when it is brought to 
the house of the Lord there is’no noise 
about the house because God has made 
them ready before they come to the house 
of the Lord. Paul said, ““Now therefore ye 
are no more strangers and foreigners, but 
fellowcitizens with the saints, and of the 
household of God,” Eph. 2:19. “In whom 
all the building fitly framed together 
groweth unto an holy temple in the 
Lord,” Eph. 2:21. So when the building 
is fitly framed it is ready to grow in the 


Lord, and all of one spirit look for the 
same Judge to come. 

DESCRIPTION OF THE HOUSE 

“The door for the middle chamber was 
in the right side of the house: and they 
went up with winding stairs into the mid- 
dle chamber, and out of the middle into 
the third,” 1 Kings 6:8. As the Bible 
said, God told Noah to build an ark and 
he told him to build it three stories high, 
but had only one door to enter in and 
that is the same way with the house of 
the Lord. When the house was finished 
it had three stories, just as the ark Noah 
built, and when the test came God took 
care of the ark. 


FIRST FLOOR.—Some people will 
stop on the first floor of the house and 
say they have enough and never have the 
joy that Jesus prayed for us to have ir 
John 17. 

SECOND FLOOR.—Some go as far as 
the apostles did out to Bethany and get 
the joy, or the blood added to their souls, 
but stop there and disobey Jesus when He 
plainly told them in the Word to go to 
Jerusalem and tarry until they be endued 
with power. 

THIRD FLOOR.—Some stop on the 
second floor and never receive the Holy 
Ghost whom Jesus said, “I will pray the 
Father and he will send,” not “maybe” 
but “he will send,” and we are now enjoy- 
ing the blessing and are living on the 
third floor as they did in Acts 2:4.

THE BLACK JEWS OF ETHIOPIA 


The war clouds now hovering over the 
highlands of Northern Africa have fo- 
cussed the attention of the whole world 
upon Ethiopia, the last remaining native 
free state of the dark continent. The 
daily press has made us familiar with its 
location, its extent, its characteristics, its 
resources, and its people. We have learned 
that the royal house claims descent from 
King Solomon and the Queen of Sheba, 
and that Christianity is the dominant re- 
ligion of the land. But nothing is heard 
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of a strange people numbering about fif- 
ty thousand among the other five million 
inhabitants who call themselves Beta Is- 
rael, “House of Israel,” and who have 
borne with them out of a distant past a 
form of Judaism antedating Herod’s tem- 
ple. 

Who these people are no one knows. 
The rest of the population speak of them 
as Falashas, a name signifying exiled im- 
migrants. They themselves claim to be 
children of Abraham, and faithfully 
transmit from father to son this tradi- 
tion as their cherished heirloom. Though 
without contact with their co-religion- 
ists of other lands through many cen- 
turies, they have still preserved many of 
the observances and requirements of the 
ancient faith. They worship in syna- 
gogues patterned with courts after the 
manner of the tabernacle. They keep the 
Sabbath, are strict monotheists, observe a 
ritual distinctly Jewish and observe a 
number of Jewish festivals. 

These Falashas, as their name would 
seem to indicate, are strangers who came 
from abroad to establish themselves in 
Ethiopia at some period in the past of 
which we have no record. The first in- 
formation concerning these Black Jews 
in modern times was furnished by Bruce 
the Scottish traveller about the middle of 
the eighteenth century. He brought back 
word of a people in Abyssinia who prac- 
ticed certain Jewish rites and raised the 
question of whether they might not be 
Jews, Further knowledge of the Fa- 
lashas came from reports of missionaries 
of the London Missionary Society at work 
among the Abyssinians early in the nine- 
teenth century. In 1855 the Church Mis- 
sion to the Jews secured permission from 
King Theodore II to send missionaries to 
establish schools among the Falashas and 
preach and teach the gospel. Thousands 
were won to the faith of Christ. There 
are few missionary records which reveal 
more of heroism and romance than those 
which tell of the struggles and achieve- 
ments of Stern and Flad. 

But perilous times fell upon the un- 
happy land. Internal strifes, endless wars, 
foreign invasions, and raging famines 
added misery to misery within its bor- 
ders. Persecution, imprisonment and mar- 
tyrdom were the lot of Jew and Christian 
alike. The attention of Jews in other 
lands was called to their dark-skinned co- 
religionists, but it was not until 1905 
that Baron Rothschild sent out Jacques 
Faitlovitch from Paris to investigate the 
condition of the Falashas. Most of our 
knowledge concerning this people, we owe 
to Faitlovitch. He is of the opinion that 
the Falashas migrated southward many 
centuries ago into the high plateaus of 
Ethiopia from Upper Egypt and were

N ST. MARK 10:29, 30 we find these 

words, “And Jesus answered and said, 
Verily I say unto you, There is no man 
that hath left house or brethren, or sis- 
ters, or father, or mother, or wife, or 
children, or lands for my sake and the 
gospel’s; but he shall receive an hundred- 
fold now in this time, houses, and breth- 
ren, and sisters, and mothers, and chil- 
dren, and lands, with persecutions; and 
in the world to come eternal life.” 


Now we can see two great promises in 
these verses, one applies to the life we 
live every day in this world and _ the 
other applies to the life in the world to 
come. We know by carefully reading the 
Word of God, if we would be true fol- 
lowers of Jesus Christ, we will have to 
be willing to forsake all to follow Him. 
Sometimes it may mean those who are 
nearest and dearest to us, even our fath- 
ers, mothers, sisters, brothers, wives and 
children, but He has promised to give us 
a hundredfold more in this life, with per- 
secutions. That may not sound very good 
to some. Maybe if those two words, 
“with persecutions,” had not been put in 
the promise, it would have sounded bet- 
ter, but we can all look for the persecu- 
tions along with the blessings, if we live 
godly in Christ Jesus. Read 2 Tim. 3:12. 

The main thought I want to bring be- 
fore you at this time is the second prom- 
ise, eternal life in the world to come, 
eternal life with Jesus, the One we love 
so well, eternal life in a city away from 
the sorrows and disappointments of this 
cruel world where we can forever behold 
the smiling face of our precious Savior. 
What a wonderful promise. Who would 
not want to go there? I feel right now as 
I write that it is worth the loss of all 
things and all the persecutions that we 
may have to bear to inherit such a 
great promise as eternal life with Jesus. 

It comes to my mind at this time and 
I am made to ask myself the question, 
Would any of God’s true followers want 
eternal life in this world, in these terrible 
days in -which we are living? I wonder if 
there are any who would want to live 
here, always to bé tempted and tried, al- 
ways to suffer the mocks and scorns of 
our own loved ones, to be hated of all 
men, to be buffeted, to be misunderstood, 
to have our names cast out as evil, to be 
reviled, to be persecuted. I fancy I can 
hear a multitude of voices saying, “No, 
no, I would not want to live here always.” 
The Apostle Paul said in 1 Cor. 15:19, 
“If only in this life we have hope we are 
of all men most miserable,” and I surely 
agree with him. 


There is not much here in this life for 
a true follower of Jesus Christ. Yet I 
have heard a few say they would rather 
live the life of a Christian if there was 
no heaven to gain and no hell to shun. 
I am persuaded to believe they have nev- 
er thought what it means to be a true 
child of God. Always when one makes 
this statement they are in a good meeting 
where the power is falling and everybody 
is getting blessed and shouting the vic- 
tory. They do not stop and think of the 
other side of the question. They are feel- 
ing good and all is well for the time be- 
ing, but that won’t last always. Remem- 
ber the devil is still at his job and is 
ready to come at us with all his forces 
and at times we are tempted and tried in 
such a way that only the thought of 
eternal life with Jesus can help us to 
overcome. I would agree with anyone 
and say it would be better to live for the 
Lord in this world if there were no devil 
to tempt us, and if there were nothing to 
mar our joy and happiness. But the trials 
come, the temptations come, the testing 
times come, and the thought that com- 
forts our hearts is the hope of eternal life 
after it is all over. We know we have a 
city not made with hands eternal in the 
heavens where we are going some day and 
rest forever with God, away from the 
troubles of this weary world.

HE BIBLE still remains the Word 

of God while misunderstood by many, 
and, though called the “book of myster- 
ies,” let us remember that it also contains 
many realities that are worthy of our 
notice, 

“Great is the mystery of godliness,” 1 
Tim. 3:16. God was manifest in the 
flesh, or in the person of Jesus Christ, 
therefore was and is a mystery to many 
and we can only understand that mys- 
tery as He is revealed or as He manifests 
Himself to us. His works and manifesta- 
tions are a mystery and will be until you 
know His power. The longer we walk 
with Him and the closer we live to Him, 
the more He becomes a reality to us.

Let’s go back to 
John the Baptist, who was sent as a 
voice crying in the wilderness, saying, 
“Repent ye: for the kingdom of heaven 
is at hand,” telling them to make his 
paths STRAIGHT. Going just a little 





farther we hear him saying, “Bring forth 
therefore fruits meet for repentance,” be- 
fore he would even baptize them, Broth- 
er ministers, we have the greatest position 
this world has to offer and that is to un- 
veil the Christ to lost humanity and un- 
fold to them the mystery of the NEW 
BIRTH. 

The mystery will be a reality when the 
plumb line of ‘TRUTH is drawn and we 
can say, I know that I have passed from 
death unto life because I love the breth- 
ren, and by this the world will know 
that we are His disciples because we have 
love one for another. An evidence of the 
new birth is that your old companions 
will think it strange that you run not 
with them to the excess of riot, and you 
will be the mystery because you are born 
again. 

Another evidence is that we are not of 
the world. John, in his epistle, said that 
if the love of the world is in you the 
love of the Father is not there. When I 
see people going where the world goes, 
doing what the world does, looking like 
the world looks, it makes me wonder 
where are those who are a mystery to the 
world and have the mysterious new 
birth. 

It was this mysterious new birth that 
started the disciples to following after 
the Christ. In those days we find them 
leaving their occupation, leaving their 
possessions, leaving their loved ones and 
home. What for? In order that they 
might help some one else find the mys- 
tery-working Christ. It brought new 
light, new life in the apostles’ day. It has 
brought it every day since. 


We look back to the time known as the 
dark ages and while the old pendulum of 
time ticked away for twelve hundred and 
sixty years and few people knew any- 
thing about the Bible or God’s dealing 
with man, one day the light shone again, 
praise the Lord, when God had a man 
that He could speak to, and He said, 
“The just shall live bv faith.” I see that 
man Luther as he rises from his knees 
(doing penance to a Catholic priest) and 
declares again that we are not justified 
by punishing ourselves or by our own 
good works. Then for a period of about 
two hundred years the experience of the 
new birth was taught and _ thousands 
upon thousands got the experience and 
lived that good justified life and finished 
their course, came to the end of the way, 
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and said, ‘““Come; welcome, death; I am 
prepared to go.” They left the testimony 
that all was well, passed out to meet God 
and we need not worry the least about 
them; it is the living that we need to 
worry about. 


Since the new birth was taught by the 
early church as the foundation basis, 
since it was taught in the days of the 
reformation as the experimental work of 
grace that would meet the need of God’s 
creation, and as it has always been one of 
the main sills that has held our doctrine 
to Biblical lines, let us go forth telling 
men and women everywhere, “Ye must 
be born again.”

While penning these words tonight I 
feel like sounding the trumpet like the 
prophet of old, “Go through, go through 
the gates; prepare ye the way of the peo- 
ple; cast up, cast up the highway; gather 
out the stones; Lift up a standard for the 
people,” Isa. 62:10. Surely we are in har- 
mony with this prophet of God as we 
lift up the standard of the new birth.

One 
year ago today there was not a Church 
of God in Laurel county. I felt that God 
had laid this place on my heart. Brother 
Jernigan, our good state overseer, said to 
me, “Happy Tom, you are making a mis- 
take by settling down there in that hard 
place.” He offered me good churches that 
would have supported us well. I was of- 
fered one church that paid more than 
$100.00 tithes a month. 


I began to look at a few of the hard- 
ships that I had undergone, even back in 
my early ministry, when I had worked all 
day hard and walked over the mountains 
and rocks in Harlan county till my feet 
bled and more than one time I pulled off 
my shoes, took my socks and wiped the 
blood from my feet. Thank God, it was 
for God’s cause that I might lead some 
one to the throne of God. Many other 
hard things had rolled up before me— 
times: when the food was all put on the 
table and we did not know where we 
would get any more, but we are all in 
good health today. Other struggles I un- 
derwent when mother, brothers and sis- 
ters said, “Tom, we don’t want you to 
talk holiness to us and our children.” 
My wife and children stood in the door 
and cried when I would start out to tell 
poor lost souls about God’s great love. 


All these things rolled up before me 
when I was wanted to take the good 
churches, then I bowed my bony face to 
the ground and wept, saying, “O God, 
what must I do?” Then I heard that 
same soft voice that talked to me when 
I was a small boy and so poor and ragged 
hardly any one would talk to me. I could 
go out in the woods and bow down be- 
fore God and He would talk with me. 
So that same voice said to me, “Go to E. 
Bernstadt. I have a work there for you to 
do.”” I wept and said, ““O God, can I ever 
suffer long enough to accomplish a work 
there?” Then it seemed I could hear Je- 
sus say, “If you will suffer with me, 
you can reign with me,” so I took up 
the cross and started. I had a meeting 
and asked the people who would put in 
as much as $1.00 to build a church house 
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28x50 feet. I had no income but owed 
$10.00 and had the promise of only 
$1.00, with no food for my wife and lit- 
tle babies. What could I do more than 
to put on my old overalls, lay down in 
ashes and fast and pray? 

After I had fasted three days and 
nights I made a strong effort to build. I 
got in debt $30,00 and had nothing to 
show for it. All our food was gone, our 
clothes were very bad, so I got discour- 
aged and left. God said, “You are out of 
my will.” Oh, how my heart ached! I 
lifted both of my hands to God and 
turned my face to the skies. I told God 
right there what I would do, so I was 
soon at Lynch, Ky. My good brothers, 
sisters, and friends there paid that $30.00 
for me and I was soon back here, I went 
to one man and asked him for some tim- 
ber. He said, “I don’t believe you can 
build but I will give you some timber be- 
cause I like you.” Another fellow said 
“You can’t build but I like you,” and hi 
went and helped me cut the timber. | 
hauled it in the rain and sleet till my 
clothes froze stiff. I pulled of f my clothes 
at night and stood them up, they were 
frozen in ice. Thank God, it was for God 
and His Church. 

We have put 13,000 feet of lumber in 
our church house already and have 8,000 
feet more here to finish it up. God has 
given me a beautiful little church of thir- 
ty-one members. They are all good and 
don’t mind fasting or to wade the mud 
or come through rain and cold to get to 
church. I love this church that God has 
given me and committed to my trust and 
I have been fasting and praying that God 
will help me to feed His lambs and sheep.

that descended upon the mountains of 
Zion: for there the Lord commanded the 
blessing, even life for evermore.”

joined by other Jews from Arabia. 

The existence of this interesting group 
brings to mind various reflections which 
bear upon our understanding of the Jew- 
ish people. It is generally admitted that 
the Falashas are Negroes. Racially, there- 
fore, they are not Semites and do not be- 
long to the House of Israel, Those who 
maintain that the Jews are a race which 
can trace its ancestry back to Abraham 
must face the question of the Falashas. 
Where do they belong? Have they a place 
among the children of Abraham? Would 
they be received as Jews into the new 
Jewish national life of Palestine? Would 
they be placed on the Jewish black-list 
of Germany? Would they be welcomed as 
Jews in the synagogues of London or New 
York? 

And the Falashas are not the only Jews 
whose Abrahamic ancestry may be ques- 
tioned. What of the Chinese Jews who 
until recent years lived in Kai-fung-foo? 
The Bene Israel of India have all the char- 
acteristics of the people about them, dif- 
fering from them only in the practice of 
certain Jewish rites and ceremonies. On 
the Malabar Coast is a group of Black 
Jews—a thousand or more—who unmis- 
takeably belong to the Negro race. Scat- 
tered along the Loango Coast of North 
Africa is a tribe of Negroes, called by 
their neighbors Judeos, who follow many 
Jewish customs. In New York and other 
American cities there are synagogues of 
Black Jews. How has it come about that 
these people of non-Semitic races have 
entered the fold of Israel? The answer is 
obvious. Though Jews today for the most 
part claim to be a non-proselyting people, 
the history of Judaism tells a very differ- 
ent story. There have been periods of 
quiescence in Judaism when self-preserva- 
tion was its chief aim, but there have 
been periods on the other hand when Ju- 
daism was aggressively and zealously mis- 
sionary. It is to one of these periods that 
Christ refers when He declares of the 
zealots of His time that they were ready 
to “compass sea and land to make one 
proselyte.” Jews object to Christian mis- 
sionary efforts, especially if directed to- 
ward their own people, but Judaism is it- 
self a missionary religion and when truest 
to its own ideals seeks to win converts to 
the faith of Moses. Christianity, born of 
the best and noblest in Jewish life and 
thought, is never true to itself unless it 
seeks to win men and women of every 
race and clime to the discipleship of 
Christ, The Black Jews of Ethiopia bear 
testimony to what Judaism was, and 
they remind us what Christianity must 
always be if the purpose of Christ is to 
be fulfilled—Jewish Missionary Maga- 


zine. 
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Healed of Black Widow Spider 
Bite 

Ten days ago from the time of _ this 
writing we began a revival at The Church 
of God in Camden, S. C. The Lord began 
to bless from the beginning of the serv- 
ice. As the congregation began to gather, 
Mr. Reuben Preston, a cigarette smoker, 
but a lover of the Church, came down to 
the front holding a black widow spider 
between his fingers, saying, “Here is 
what bit me,” showing the place on his 
arm where he was bitten, just above the 
muscle on the left arm. The spot where 
the spider bit was very plain, so every 
one could tell he was critically bitten. I 
asked him what he was going to do. He 
said, ‘Prayer is sufficient,” and _ re- 
quested prayer. So we called the congre- 
gation to silence and the saints to the 
altar. Mr. Preston knelt at the altar also. 
The saints began to pray. Mr. Preston be- 
gan to pray and unload his pockets of the 
devil’s poison, He threw his cigarettes in 
the stove, gave up to the Lord and God 
saved his soul and healed him of this aw- 
ful poison. Bless His name. This has been 
ten days ago and he’s been working and 
doing fine. 

Now it’s known that the black widow 
spider is as poisonous as a_ rattlesnake. 
The doctors here tell me Mr. Preston is 
the fourth person bitten here by those 
spiders. The other three went to the hos-

pital; one died, the other two barely es- 
caped death. The doctor told me the 
other day that he had opened several 
large carbuncles on one of his patients’ 
body who had been bitten, because of so 
much poison from the spider bite. 

We see that God has answered prayer. 
When Mr. Preston opened up his heart, 
thank God, the power fell, the saints 
shouted the victory over the enemy in 
another old time holiness meeting in 
Camden. 

I called about ten or fifteen people, who 
knew the spider, up to to see it to identify 
it as being a black widow spider. I kept 
one of those spiders in a bottle six weeks, 
showed it to several doctors and this 
spider that bit Brother Preston was just 
like it. I also called the congregation and 
showed them the bitten place which had 
turned red and began to pain, but God 
healed it, praise His name. 


Brother Albert of Columbia, S. C., his 
wife and children, were with us that 
Sunday night and the little girl evange- 
list preached for us. They have a good, 
warm welcome back at Camden with us 
anytime.
